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Y, T. WU ON PEACE 


Y. T. Wu has an article on Establishing a Str r Defense Line for Peace in 

Hsieh Chin for June 1952, in preparation for the World Conference on Peace to be held in 
Peking in September. In this article he reviews his own attitude toward peace. Thirty 
years ago I was a radical advocate of peace. I perverted the teachings of Jesus, thinking 
that to love your enemies meant an unprincipled love, an unprincipled non-resistance, 
and forgot how passionately Jesus loved his own country, how he hated iniquity, how mer- 
cilessly he fought nst the enemies of the People. I admired Gandhi and his principle 
of non- resistance. en I read his autobiography I was so moved that I immediately 

lated it into Chinese. There is a Christian international organization known as the 


llowship of Reconciliation (Wei Ai She): thirty years ago I was the organizer of the 


hina Branch of that organization, and zealously propagated its principles among Chinese 
Christians. I read the prophet Isaiah, ““They shall beat their swords into ploughshares. . . 
The wolf and the lamb shall dwell together. 


“This is a beautiful dream. But now thirty years later I have completely awakened 
from this dream. I have not abandoned my s for world peace, but now I know that 
peace will never be achieved by indulging in idle fantasies, but only through struggle. in 
April 1949 I was in — and Paris attending the peace conferences that were held at 
that time. In February 1951 I attended the peace conference in Berlin, and in November 
1951 the peace conference in Vienna. In these conferences I saw the strong desire of the 
peoples of the world for peace, and gradually reached the conviction that except for a few 
fomenters of war the le of the whole world really want peace, and that therefore 
through struggle it will be possible to attain it. 


„ . . The American imperialists, pretending to be a Christian nation, have by their 
actions befouled the fair name of Christianity. They have betrayed the Prince of Peace 
whom Christians worship. They have worshipped arms, and gold, and plott and selfish 
desire. . . I can hardly believe, that the ruler of a country which claims to be Christian can 
descend to such a level, can so disregard and trample under foot all human values 


The victory which the Chinese people have already achieved can also be achieved 


by all the peoples of Asia and the Pacific area. The er of the submerged peoples of 


y will jo w other peace-loving peoples of the world in the struggle for 
happiness and lasting peace.

CIM missionaries Dr. and Mrs. Walter Rohm (Changsha) and Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Guinness (Nanking) arrived in Hongkong in May. The Millions reports eight missionaries 
and one child still in the interior. 


94 Roman Catholic missionaries were expelled from China in June, bringing the 
total number expelled during the first half of 1952 to 696. 


Bessie Hollows, Treasurer of Women’s Division Methodist Church, arrived in 
a from Shanghai on August 14 and will sail for San Francisco on the Pres. Wilson 
Sept. 1. 


Dr. and Mrs. R. C. Lewis, Presbyterian, from Peking, arrived in Hongkong on 
August 14, by boat from Tientsin. Dr. Lewis was formerly superintendent of the Presby- 
terian Hospital in Peking. 


CHURCH NEWS 


English services in the Peking Union Church are continuing. In addition the church 
building is being used by an independent Chinese congregation (either Little Flock or some 
something similar) which fills the building at its Sunday services, with chairs in the aisles 
and vestibule. The congregation seems to be composed mostly of students. 


Dean Hewlett Johnson received while in China a letter signed by 450 Protestant 
Christians giving him 2 — and asking him to Tr t the germ warfare. The 
signatures include the following: V. T. Wu, Cora Teng ( A), Bishop Robin Chen and 
Lin een (Sheng Kung Hui), Bishop Z.T. Ka (Methodist), George Wu (NCC), 
H. H. Tsui (CCC), Wang Tzu- chung (Congregational), Newton Chiang, who signs as Acting 
President, Yenching School of Religion. 


Sheng Kung Hui Bishop Chang Hai-sung and Lutheran Editor Ch’en Chien-hsun re- 
resented the churches of Hupeh-Wuhan in sending a telegram of congratulation to Mao 


se-tung on july 1, the 31st anniversary of the founding of the Chinese Communist Part 


. The February and the March numbers of Kung Pao, 16 page monthly bulletin of t 
Church of Christ in China (CCC), have just arrived. This magazine begins in the 
— number a series of articles denouncing the CCC’s former imperialistic connec- 
tions. The February number is on the general organization and secretariat of the church. 
From there they go on to take up the various mission boards that formerly supported the 
CCC, and take up in the March number the Southern Presbyterians. Presumably other 
constituent boards are being dealt with in the numbers since then. 


At a county meeting in Lingwu, Hunan, the religion representative, T’ien Ssu-ching, 
asked the government to help the churches. The commissioner for cultural affairs re- 
sponded: he Common Platform guarantees freedom of religious belief, without inter- 
ference from anyone else. Under the direction of the People’s Government the Christian 
Church has made great progress; today it is really a Chinese people’s church, no longer 
subject to imperialistic control. The People’s Government has no intention of limiting the 
activities of the church, but will instead extend aid when the church is in difficulties. 


SCHOOL NEWS 


The Yenching School of Religion has officially dismissed T. C. Chao from his 
position as Dean. On March 17 Sheng Kung Hui Bishop Ling Hsien-yang announced that 
he had: 1. Suspended all of T. C. Chao’s — privileges; 2. Dismissed him from 
all responsibilities in the North China Diocese; 3. Asked the House of Bishops to take 
away his clerical orders. 


The Methodist Keene School for Girls in Tientsin has had its Chinese name 
changed from Chung Hsi to Wu Ssu (May 4) in honor of May 4 Louth Day 


Yenching President Lu Chih-wei’s daughter joined in the accusations against her 
father. Her statement, in part, is as follows: I now accuse my father Lu Chih-wei for 
the way in which he has blinded me, causing me in this movement to lose my standing with 
the People, and thus deceiving the masses. . .I recall that I once told you that there are

athe average seventeen million unemployed people in the United States. You replied, 

This number could be a mistake - or it could be that wives and children were included; 
if not, there could not be that many. When I heard that, I thought that it was possible 
that in the sources of information there could have been an overstatement, Thus your 
statement created in me a doubt as to the authenticity of the People s daily newspapers... 
At the time of your confession, I sat on platform, recording what you said. . . Seeing the 
over 900 votes against you, my heart was very heavy. I thought the masses were too 
severe. The following day (March 12) the school paper raised many factual questions. 
And I awakened to see that you were not my respected father. I had looked upon you as an 
educator pure and above politics, but you truly are a Christian who is without political 

n feeling for the Communist Party. . . Do you think that your false tears are able to bribe 

my conscience? 


It is reported that 120,000 of the 140,000 volumes in St. John’s University Library 
* have been destroyed. 


College graduates in China are no longer able to choose their own jobs. They are 
now allocated by the Government in accordance with a centralized plan, which emphasizes, 
first, basic construction work; secondly, middle school faculties; thirdly, assistantships 
and research work in universities. However, they should not complain, for their profes- 


‘ch sors are now subject to the same regimentation. It is announced that in the reorganization 
me of Yenching and the other Peking universities a certain portion of the faculty will be trans- 
les ferred to the northeast or the northwest, where there is a greater need of university pro- 


fessors. A Peking correspondent says, People's minds have long been prepared for this, 
and it is regarded as one of the main successes of the Anti-three movement in the univer- 
sities that faculty members have become conyinced that they should accept such redirec- 


e tion irrespective of personal considerations. (or else!) 

> A loud speaker system has been installed throughout Yenching University campus. 

ng It is used to lead morning exercises, to give out notices of general interest, and to report 
on plans for the whole university. A resume of the day’s news is broadcast to the students 
at mealtimes. 


St. Mary’s Hall (Episcopalian) and McTyeire School for Girls (Methodist) have 
n combined into Shanghai Municipal No. 3 School for Girls. The roa was 
Ficorated on the McTyeire premises 2 5. The principal is Ching Ying; the associate 
‘principal is Hsueh Chen, former princip McTyeire. For the autumn semester, 50% of 
the new students’ quota will be given to students of workers’ or peasants’ parentage. The 
St. Mary's Hall premises are to be used for the Shanghai Technical School for Workers, so 
evidently Municipal No. 3”’ will all be on the McTyeire campus. 


GENERAL NEWS 


ng, Official figures on Communist Party in China in July, 1951: Total membership 
5,800,000; members below 25 years of age 1,200,000; members who joined during 1949-50 
2,700,000; female members 600,000; number of party branches 250,000. There has evi- 

dently been considerable tension between old and new party members, with the new winning 
out in the struggle, as meritism , that is, thinking that one is entitled to special merit 

ne because of long service to the Party, is now expressly condemned. 


A Shanghai shop is advertising new — records just arrived from Czecho- 
Slovakia. Culty's dairy prices are now: butter, 0,000; milk 10,700 per quart; whipping 
cream 24,000 per pint. (US $1.00 is about X 22,000) 


Ho Ssu-yuan, former Commissioner of Education in Shantung, and for a while pre- 
ceding Liberation’ the Mayor of Peking, had to write an article of self-criticism which 
was published in 1951. In this article he reviews and analyzes his career, ending with a 
profession of abject submission to Communist ideology. In comparison with similar state- 
ments of self-criticism from church leaders, it is interesting to note that the technique is 
the same, though of course Mr. Ho does not try to give his conversion to Communism a re- 
ligious coloring as the Christians who make these statements try to do. 


The anti-American bias in China is now so strong that even simple statements of 
fact in geography textbooks are now strongly condemned. The Peking People's Daily has 
denounced a Communist textbook in geography for stating: In respect to the amount of 

th — 5 output of coal, oil, and iron, the U.S. occupies the first position in the capi- 
ist world. 
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
